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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 7-8 are objected to because of the following informalities: since the 
limitations of claims 7-8 have been added to independent claim 1 , claims 7-8 should be 
withdrawn (cancelled) from consideration. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6, 9-14 are allowed. 

Regarding claim 1, Baumhauer discloses a receiver body (108) in a receiver unit 
(100) (figs.1 , 2), having a cavity (the air space in the left and right sides of the wall 206 
to flatten a sound pressure characteristic of the receiver body wherein the cavity is 
formed by an internal space of a case and a through hole to constitute a leakage path 
framed in a wall of the case and a resonant structure is added to the cavity (figs.1 ,2, 
column 3 line 55 to column 4 line 36). 

This reference fails to teach or suggest a hollow chamber formed in the cavity 
with a hole to couple to the cavity. 

Regarding claims 5-6, 9-14, these claims are allowed as being dependent upon 
independent claim that has been allowed. 
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Response to Arguments 

3. Since limitations of dependent claims 7-8 have been added in independent claim 
1, claims 7-8 should be withdrawn (cancelled) from consideration according to a patent 
law. The examiner tried three times to call Mr. Felix J. D'Ambrosio (the attorney of the 
application) with a purpose of making an examiner's amendment but received no 
feedbacks.
